S.O. 592(E).—Jn exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential Com¬ 
modities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
Order further to amend the Copper (Prohibition of Use in the manufacture of Electrical 
Cables and Wires) Order, 1970, namely:— 

1. (i) This Order may be called the Copper (Prohibition of Use in the Manufacture 
of Electrical Cables and Wires) Amendment Order, 1975. 

(ii) It shall come into force from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Tn clause 4 of the Copper (Prohibition of Use in the Manufacture of Electrical 
Cables and Wires) Order, 1970, for sub-clause (1), the following sub-clause shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“(1) Any Police Officer not below the rank of Assistant Sub-Inspector or any other 
officer of an equivalent rank authorised in this behalf may. with a view to 
securing compliance with this Order or to satisfying himself that this Order 
has been complied with, and with such assistance, if any, as he thinks fit— 

(i) enter upon and search any premises, any vehicle or vessel in which such 

officer has reason to believe that any of the provisions of this Order has 
been, is being, or is about to be, contravened; 

(ii) seize copper in respect of which he has reason to believe that any of the 

provisions of this Order has been, is being, or is about to be, contravened.

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to securing compliance with this Order or to satisfying himself that this 
Order has been complied with, and with such assistances, if any, as he 
thinks lit— 

(i) enter upon and search any premises, any vehicle or vessel in which such 

officer has reason to believe that any of the provisions of this Order 
has been, is being, or is about to be, contravened; 

(ii) seize any electrical cables or wires in respect of which he has reason to 

believe that any of the provisions of this Order has been, is being, or is 
about to be, contravened.”
